W ashington, May ?.—Congress will 
perhaps lie surprised to learn that the 
arm y law of I ATK? does not provide for 
tho reduction of the regular arm y to its 
dim ensions prior to ISPH, as is now pop­ 
ularly supposed. 
Experts say that only 
tho rank and tile will lie reduced to 25.* 
(KH) nu n, that there is thim lerigging 
phraseology in tin law which retains all 
the additional officer* in tilt' service. In* 
vestigation appears to confirm this asser­ 
tion. 
Before the Spanish w ar the regu­ 
lar arm y con si ted of only 28,277 men all 
told, nam ely, 25,000 rank and file, 371 
m ilitary cadets and seven professors ai 
W est Point; 21G1 general, staff and line 
officers in the active service, besides 1298 
enlisted men and GG3 officers on the re­ 
tired list. 
As enlarged from tim e to tim e under 
the various w ar legislation that follow­ 
ed, the U n i t e d States arm y now consists 
of 64,900 rank and file, 381 cadets and 8 
W est Point professor*, 2580 generals, 
staff and line officers on the active ser­ 
vice, with 1447 enlisted men and 763 of­ 
ficers on tho retired list. 
B esides these 
regulars, there are approximately 35,000 
volunteer.-, in the active service. 
Those 
figures show tho following increase in 
the various grades of the active service: 
Enlisted men, 89,PGH; officers, 383; pro­ 
fessors, I; cad eta, IO. 
On tho retired list 
there has been an increase of 90 officers 
and 149 enlisted men. 
In the expiring hours of tho Fifty-fifth 
congress by the agency of a conference 
com m ittee, a law w as rushed through 
and approved on March 2, 
1899, con- j 
tam in g a clause whit h proves that on! 
and after Ju ly I, BKH, "a ll the general, 
staff arid line officers appointed to tho' 
arm y under this act shall bo discharged 
and the num bers restored in each grade 
to those existing at the passage of this 
act, and the enlisted force of the line of 
the arm y shall lie reduced to tho num ­ 
ber os provided for by a law prior April 
I, 1898.” 
This arm y law of 1899, known as tho 
Cockrell-Gorm an bill is a m uddle of in­ 
explicable contractions. 
The positive 
recitations of the foregoing paragraph 
apparently leave no escape from nearly 
universal conclusion that on Ju ly 1,1901, 
the arm y is to go back to its original 
strength before the Spanish w ar unless 
m eanwhile thero is supplem entary legis­ 
lation. 
That such is the understanding 
iu congress has been m ade m anifest by 
all 
the 
m em bers 
and 
senators 
in 
the 
discussion of the pending army 
legislation. 
This threatened event is 
used constantly as an appeal for imme­ 
diate legislation to put tho arm y on a 
permanent footing. 
Nevertheless a vagne hint has some­ 
how got abroad recently that this law of 
March 2, 1899, does not provide for re­ 
ducing the officers of tile regular arm y 
on the date nam ed or any other date, a l­ 
though a superficial reading leaven that 
im pression and that w as undoubtedly 
w hat congress thought it w as providing 
for when it passed the act. 
A careful 
investigation loaves little room for doubt 
that bot Ii congress and the ad m inistra­ 
tion err iii an y presum ption that the 
Cockrell-Gorm an aet puts tho official 
personnel of the nrmy back to its old 
number for the Spanish war. 
It unquestionably compels the reduc­ 
tion of tho enlisted strength to the old 
m axim u n l e s s the present congress de­ 
cides differently ami also the m uster out 
of volunteer, general, staff and line offi- ] 
cers and the volunteer soldiery. B ut few, 
if any, of the additional regular officers 1 
required for the Spanish and Philippine j 
will, can or are intended to be dis* \ 
chared under its provisions.

W ashington,M ay 7.~T he total eclipse 
of tho suu, scheduled for the m orning of 
May 28, is regarded as an astronomical 
event of the first importance by the ex­ 
perts at the W ashington naval observa­ 
tory. 
Many weeks have been spent in 
preparing for the phenomena. Sky charts 
and United States maps have been care­ 
fully studied, w ith the result that the 
chief astronomers have decided to equip 
two expeditions -one for Pinehurst, N. 
C., and another for Barnesville, Ga. To 
the N orth Carolina station Prof. A. N. 
Skinner wall pilot a corps of 52 astron­ 
omers and a like body will accompany 
Prof. Milton Updegraff into Georgia, 
There are two reasons why the W ash­ 
ington star gazers have selected these 
two distant points for viewing the com­ 
ing eclipse. 
First, they desire to set up their in­ 
strum ents in the very oenter of the path 
of totality; second, a careful examina­ 
tion of the w eather charts indicate that 
they were much more likely to escape 
cloudy skies at this season of the year in 
Georgia and North Carolina than V ir­ 
ginia, along the coast from which the 
phenomena may be observed in the 
event of a clear atmosphere.
